WASHINGTON (IP) - A special 
House committee urged today that 
all of the nations of the free world, 
acting in concert, withdraw diplo­ 
matic recognition and all commer­ 
cial dealings from Russia and her 
satellites. 
It described these steps as part 
of a “bold and positive policy” 
which would at the same time re­ 
ject both “ peaceful coexistence” 
and ail-out war. 
The committee, headed by Rep. 
| Charles J Kersten (R-Wis.), was 
appointed by the House to invest!* 
i gate Communist aggression. 
“ The time was never more op- 
I portune or the

committee’s report said 
“This is 
the only course which gives reason­ 
able hope for avoiding all-out war.”

The files of 2,096 of this number 
“contained information indicating, 
in varying degrees, subversive ac­ 
tivities, subversive associations, Or 
membership in subversive organi­ 
zations,” the commission said. 
The other 5,912 include drunks, 
sexual perverts, those with crim­ 
inal records, character defects, and 
persons found to be insane or un­ 
desirable for other medical rea­ 
sons. 
Under 
President 
Eisenhower’s 
security order ol May 28, 1953, all 
of these are characterized as se­ 
curity risks along with those ac­ 
cused of subversive activities or 
associations. 
The report was the third issued 
on the administration’s new secu­ 
rity program set up by Mr. Eisen­ 
hower. It covered the period from 
the program’s inception through 
Sept 30. 1954
